Said: 


“Claims are not infrequently improper- 
ly filed by claimants, erroneous rates are 
claimed and other irregularities exist in 
the filing of claims which make it im- 
possible to reach definite conclusions 
without more or less investigation. All 
of which causes the loss of time. 
Furthermore, claims are filed ang ap- 
(parently neglected for two, four or six 
months before the carrier is called on to 
pay. If such claims were traced month- 
ly, and followed up vigorously, etter re- 
sults would follow.” 

After making the statement that busi- 
ness men did not always do their part 
in expediting the work of settling claims, 
Mr. Plant admitted that sometimes the 
company’s\ local agents did not do every- 
thing they might, and were negligent 
and remiss, in carrying out the duties 
entrusted to them. 

To correct this eyil is the purspose for 
which the traveling freight claim agents 
were put on the road. There are now 
thirteen of these men, and their number 
will probably be increased. They will 
Seek to educate the loca} agents to a 
point of efficiency in handling freight 
taking care of freight at their 
sttions, and dealing with the public gen- 
erally. They will also visit each mer- 
chant or manufacturer at each station 
and endeavor to clear up and settle all 
just and proper claims. 

After each excursion into a new line 
of explanation, Mr. Plant invariably 
came back to the proposition. which he 
Said was substantiated by the records 
of the company, that 80 per cent of all 
valid claims filed against his company 
were paid upon presentation.

In Regard to Salaries Paid by 
Insurance Companies, 


Ex-President Pays His Respects to 
Some of the Anti-Insurance Leg- 
islation Now. Pending in 
Certain of the West. 
ern States. 


New York, April 7.—Former Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland, counsel for the 
Association of Life Insurance Presi- 
dents, has just submitted to that as- 
sociation a brief in relation to the 
matter of salaries paid by life insur- 
ance companies. The occasion for its 
presentation it is stated is the fact 
that certain western states have now 
pending before their respective legis- 
latures bills that would limit the sala- 
ries of life insurance officers to $50,- 
000 a year, while in others the limit 
is fixed at $25,000 a year. 

The brief, it is announced, will be 
filed tomorrow with the Wisconsin 
legislature by Robert Lynn Cox, who 
will appear as attorney for the Asso- 
clation of Life Insurance Presidents, 
in opposition to the bill providing for 
compulsory investment of reserve 
funds in the state, largely increased 
taxation of premium receipts anc 
other subjects. 

Same Footing as Citizens, 

After calling attention to the fact 
that insurance companies are private 
corporations, Mir. Cleveland says: 

“Whether these companies are class- 
ed As stock corporations or mutual 
corporations, in either case their busi- 
ness interests are confined to contract 
relationships based upon the execu- 
tion of life or of. other incidents at- 
taching exclusively to the indivifua!l 
policyholders in each corporation, It 
has been judicially determined, beyond 
the reach of controversy, that in legal 
contemplation these companies are 
within the definition of persons, and 
so far as their rights are concerned 
they are on the same footing as citi- 
zens of the United States and of- the 
Several states. 

“The ‘The fourteenth amendment of 
the federal constitution provides that no 
State shall make or inforce any. law 
which shall abridge the privileges or im- 
munities of citizens of the United States 
nor shall any state deprive any persons 
of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law. 

“It is clearly the intent and inevitable 
effect of the contemplated legislation to 
abridge these ‘privileges and immunities’ 
of corporate citizens of the United States 
by imposing wpon them limitations, con- 
cerning the gompensation to he paid 
their officers and employees, in the face 
of the law of their creation and domi- 
cile, which makes them free from such 
limitations. 

Deprivation of Privileges. 

“A law which forbids the possession 
and enjoyment of property by life in- 
surance companies, except upon a condi- 
tion which involves the abandonment of 
their right to contract for the equip- 
ment and management of their business 
—a right Inherent to their organization, 
permitted by the law of their creation 
and necessary to the protection of the 
interests they have in charge—and a con- 
dition which exacts as a price for doing 
business, a surrender of the guidance of 
sound judgment and sefe experience in 
its prosecution, under a penalty of for- 
feiture of interests, to which ™ common 
justice they are entitled, cannot be re- 
garded otherwise than bald, unequivocal 
and unmitigated deprivation of «privi- 
leges, immunities and property, without 
a chance for escape. . 

“Legislation of this character is so 
new and startling as to indicate a dis- 
position to depart from all conservative 
sentiment touching state supervision and 
regulation of life insurance companies.’’ 

Not Constitational. 

He then quotes from several decisions 
of the supreme court of the United! 
States, and goeS On [to Say: 

‘‘Measured by the standards fixed by 
the adjud@fcationhs of the highest tribunal 
of the land, it seems qulte certain that 
the legislation We are considering would 


amount to an unconstitutional use of 
state legislative authority. It cannot be 
claimed that it would ‘promote either the 
health, peace, morals, education and good

Montgomery, Ala., April 7.—(Special.)— 
As the results of a negro crap game,

AT NORTH AVE, CHURCH 


At North Avenue Presbyterian

‘ye are complete in Him.” In the 
course of his sermon Mr. Flinn said: 

“The fact that Christ is the means 
of the completion of our life is to- 
day being thrust to the rear. There 
gre tyvo different tendencies that seek 
to put Christ out of sight, and it is 
because of them that so much that is 
icalleg @eligion is hollow and empty 
and useless. The first is the Deistic 
tendency which seeks to make it ap- 
pear that it is not at all necessary for 
us to have a very definite notion of 
God, which acknowledges somewhere, 
somehow, a kind of Great First Cause, 
but it is impersonal, impracticable, in- 
tangible. It does not complete. The 
second tendency exalts Christ so much 
as to put Him out of-touch with us, 
into a secondary place by interposing 
rituals, penances, feasts, ,.performances 
and a virgin mother. I tel! you any- 
thing that seeks to make Christ dis- 
tant or unnecessary will condemn you 
to a life of restlessness and desire. 
The error from which Paul sought to 
guard these Colossians was that of 
letting other things intervene, feast 


First let us consicer the past. Oh, 
how it reaches into the present. There 
are men and women here who would 
find the future easy, no matter what 
it holds, if only they could be done 
wi the past. Like a chain to the 
ankle it holds them back in the pres- 
ent, and they dread the accumulated 
compounded interest of that past 
which they must drag into the fu- 
ture.

All 
that has been lacking in the past He 
supplies; all that has been wrong is 
righted. 

“But Christ completes us in the 
present. What do we need for the 
present. Strength. I read in a paper 
last. week that a remarkable operation 
has just been performed in Baltimore 
by Dr. Dorrance on a Mrs. Anderson, 
who had been for a long time sick 
with anaemia. Dr. Dorrance saw she 
was dying.

REV. SHIPPEN PREACHES 
ON THE GOOD OLD WAY 


Rev. Rush Shippen preached at the 
Unitarian church yesterday on “The 
Good Old Way.” 

“Psalm 146, 8 ‘The Lord OV 
righteous.’ Righteousness i a pee 
old way of the life divine. The Bible 
using the word about five hundred 
times, so preaches from beginning to 
end. From Abraham down through the 
ages this is the one way of life, while 
forever the wages of sin is death. 

“Things are not always best simply 
because they are old. What served 
our fathers may well serve us, some- 
times becomes a mistaken reverence 
that bars the way of progress. Bar- 
barism is older than civilization; and 
heathenism older’ than Christianity. 
The Russian despotism is older than 
the democracy of the American repub- 
lic. Old-time darkness is illumined by 
modern electric lights. Stage coaches 
and canal boats are superseded by 
swift railway trains. Some good new 
things come to us in the line of prog- 
ress. 

“Yet with all our progress and mod- 
ern improvements, there is no short 
cut railway or Pullman car to take 
us to heaven. There is but the one 
good old way of righteousness, pro- 
claimed by psalms, proverbs and 
prophecy. in the early morning of 
time, Joshua says: ‘Choose ye this 
day whom ye will serve, and Jesus 
says, ‘Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon.’ People are forever trying to 
find some substitute. Superstition 
seeks to propitiate divine favor by 
offering sacrifices of the blood of rams 
and goats. To such Isaiah utters the 
ringing call, ‘What unto me is the mu!- 
titude of your sacrifices?’ saith the 
Lord. ‘Wash you, make you -clean. 
Cease to do evil, and learn to do well.’ 
Modern superstition substitutes Jesua 
as sacrifice to purchase God's favor.

PELT AN ALABAMA TOWN 


BEING VIOLATED 


According {0 Committee of 
International Policyholders, 


it Is Alleged by the Committee That 
a Fair Count of the Votes Cast in 
the Recent Blection Is Im- 
possible—Names of Dead 
Policyholders Used. 


: \ 
New York, April 7.—The international 
policyholders’ committee issued a state- 
ment today pointing out alleged viola- 


tions of the present insurance code yeh 
the companies in the recent election of! 
officers and the allaged inefficiency of 
the department of insurance in conduct- 
ing the supervision of the election. The 
Statement says in part: : 

“The international committee has main- 
tained for months in both the Mutual 
and New York Life canvass a force of 
Watchers and translators, and every ef- 
fort has been made to protect the inter- 
ests of policy holders who have voted 
against the old managemenis, but the 
rulings of the inspectors have been so 
uniformly against us, and being fully 
satisfied that it is impossible under the 
present conditions to secure a fair count 
of the votes as cast, we withdrew our 
watchers. - 

Law Nullified. 


“From the beginning the companies, 
with the assistance of the department 
of insurance, have evaded and nullified 
in every way possible the law as en- 
acted. The companies filed lists of 
policy holders at Albany, which con- 
tained thousands of incorrect names 
with false and misleading addresses, 
while they gave to agents and canvass- 
ers not alone the correct names and ad- 
dresses, but the policy numbers of the 
insured.”’ 

The statement tnen sets forth in detall 
the various forms of irregularity chatged, 
and declares that affidavits show it was 
practiced on a whodlesale scale, but these 
affidavits, the statement asserts, were 
rafused consideration. Illustration ig 
given of a family which was recorded 
as casting five votes, the statement add- 
ing: . 

Dead Men Vote. 

“Investigation showed that not a mem- 
ber of the family voted in the recent 
election, and that they had not resided 
at the stated address in over two years.’’ 

The statement further says: 

“Numerous instances devéloped where 
agents had sent in proxies am ballots 
bearing the names of policy holders who 
had been dead for years, while many bal- 
lots were cast bearing the names of 
former policy hold@s, who had allowed 
their policies to lapse. 

“The officers of these companies and 
the department of insurance are respon- 
sible for this condition of affairs.’’

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WONDEREUL APOTHEOSIS _ 


PARK PELICAN 


ACH RUFF, the consulting park en- 
7. gineer, has made an inspection of 
the pelican, the sombre and melan- 
choly, but acute and cunning water fowl, 
and he is reafy to make a report to 
the park board. 

It does not exactly fall in the line of 
a civil engineer to make a study of birds, 
but the pelican has recently become such 
a perfect wonder at the zoo that he 
felt called upon to cast an official eye 
‘on it. 

“I want to say in, the first place,” 
stated the consulting engineer, ‘‘that the 
pelican'is not yet grown. He is a mere 
youth, and I think he has, therefore, 
been misjudged. We all know the frivol- 
ity and thoughtlessness of the boy in his 
teens. The pelican is nothing more than 
a boy of a bird. That he has not earned 
his own livelihood by catching fish in 
the lake is, therefore, not surprising. The 
Teason he does not fly is not because he 
is too lazy, but because he is not old 
enough to fly. You remember the sweet 
old nursery rhyme, which said: 


“ ‘When little birdy’s wings are stronger, 
Birdy he will fly away.’ 


“IT believe when the pelican gets older 
he will turn his face southward some 
night and fly back to his Florida shores. 
That is, unless he has company and is 
very kindly treated. Pelicans can be 


made great pets. In New Orleans, Mo- 
bile and other seaports the birds are kept 
in saloons and restaurants and become 
very tame.

Thermometer Took a Drop to 
30 |-2 Degrees, 


The Temperatures Were Not Low 
Enough to Do Slightest Damage 
to Fruits and Vegetables. 
Fruit Men Now Feeling 
Comparatively Safe. 


A second stérm, following in the wake 
of that which arrived from Texas and 
the southwest, came to Atlanta yester- 
day and as a result the Sunday was 
& most unpleasant and uncomfortable 
one from a weather point of view. 

Early in the morning, the mercury in 
the thermometer dropped gown to 38 !-2 
degrees but because of the cold east and 
northeast winds that were blowing, it 
really seemed much colder than jt was. 
It is these east ane northeast 
which bring to Atlanta its un- 
pleasant weather. When to these pene- 
trating winds ig added a colq rain, the 
is one that .makes a fire 
place the most -omfortable of any even 
though it is late in the spring. 

While it seemed so cold yesterday, the 
temperatures. were not low enough to go 
the slightest damage. While the Atlanta 
weather bureau igs closed on Sunday, 
Chief Marbury stated last night that. he 
did not look for any sensationa] change 
in the weather. In such a cage, he said, 
and if any danger to the fruit or crops 
was anticipated, special] warning bulle- 
tins would have (been received from the 
main Office in Washington, and from the 
Atlanta office distributed throughout this 
entire territory. 

Ag there seems to be no danger of 
killing frosts for today, the chances are 
very small for there being any such kill- 
ing frosts this spring. As was stated in 
The Constitution yesterday, April 10, is 
the latest date in spring on the records 
of the Atlanta weather bureau for the 
past 29 years on which a killing frost has 
occurred. As this ig the 8th of the 
month and still no {indications of such 
a calamity, the fruit men throughout 
Georgia are beginning to feel safe on 
the outlook so far as the weather is 
concerned, and thils is an element of tre- 
mendous importance in fruit culture, 

As for the rain which arrived yester- 
day, it was stated by those in a position 
to know that this precipitation would 
prove of the greatest benefit to farmers 
and fruit growers throughout the state. 
During the past month and during the 
present year, the accumulated rainfall so 
far is several inches below the normal, 
and for some time it has been stated 
that only more rain was needed to make 
thés spring an ideal one from a weather 
point of view so far as the farmers and 
fruit men are concerned, 

W'hile the rain may have proved bene- 
ficial to the agricultural interests of the 
state, it certainly proved a bitter dis- 
appointment to many Atlantang. yester- 
day, both big and small. Those Veautiful 
Easter gowns and hats which were 
storm-stayed Easter Sunday and which 
were expected to make such a brilliant 
showing yesterday, again met a similar 
fate and again the processions wending 
their way churchward were chiefly no- 
ticeable because of the old clothes worn. 

It also proveg@ a shivery sort of a day 
for those who have donned their sum- 
mer underthings. The winds hurried 
through all such articles o® raiment and 
fires were the rule in almost every At- 
lanta home. The trolley travel, too, was 
very light, and where thousands had 
planned to visit some of the parks turing 
the afternoon, comparatively few visitors 
showed up at any of these pleasure 
spots. Altogether it was rather a dismal 
kind of a Sunday for Atlanta which usu- 
ally basks in happy floods of pure eer" 
gia sunshine.

before God.—I. Tim. v, 4. 


“It seems appropriate at this time for 
us to consider the subject of home. For 
Several weeks we have been considering 
Such subjects as relate particularily +40 
young men and young women. And the 
eeries would be incomplete without some 
thoughts on home. 

“We do not make enough of the home 
at this day and time. The rapid age, 
the rush of business, and the demands 
of society have relegated the home to 
the background. It ought to stand in 
the forefront. .It is the first institution 
established on earth. It is older than 
the law: it is older than the Sabbath. 
~ At the very beginning of the race, God 
Saw fit to establish th@ home and throw 
around it tle strongest protection. _ 

‘The history of the race in all its 
ups and downs has demonstrated that 
wherever a home: has been. accorded its 
God-given place, peace and prosperity 
has followed. It conserves society, and 
builds up the nation. It shapegpcharacter 
and fixes destiny. It supports he church 
and promotes religion. There is no in- 
fluence a work among men. today out- 
\gide of the Christian religion that de- 
gerves the attention and commands the 
respect of the world like the home. 

“But, alas! alas! It does not get it. 
When I was a boy, I remember how my 
heart was stirred by reading the story 
of Daniel Boone. On the banks of 
the Kentucky river lived a humble quiet 
farmer and his familys One day when 
he returned home he found his wife in 
the yard, half frightened to death. Af- 
ter considerable effort she told him what 
had occurred. ‘Yonder, said she, ‘in 
the house is an old Indian. ‘He has in- 
sulted “me.” ANothing more was needed 
to be said. The husband, true and chiv- 
alrous, went in the house, seized the 
Indian, dragged him out into the yard, 
tied him fast to a tree, and then whipped 
him until he could not stand upon his 
feet. Finally he loosed him and told him

“Many months passed by. The inci- 
dent, itself, had almost been , forgotten. 
One day, while the husband was at work 
in the field, he: heard a shriek from the 
direction of his home. He laid down 
everything at once and ran for home. 
pon arriving he found his wife stand- 
ing upon the front porch; looking in the 
direction of the hill across the way, and 
screaming: “The Indian! the Indian! He 
has ggt our boy on his ‘back and running 
away with him! See! There he goes 
up the hill)’ 

“Just then a stranger ran up with a 
long rifle on his shoulder. ‘Ther@ said 
he, and then he lievelied his rifle upon 
the Indian, pulied tie trigger, and with 
the report of its fire the Indian was seen 
to reel and rock and ‘then~fall; while 
the boy was not hurt. The frantic wife 
and mother rushed to the stranger and 
looked him in the face with tears of 
joy streaming down her cheeks. and 
sald, ‘Oh, sir, what is your name”’ And 
the stranger quietly and modestly re- 
plied, ‘My name is Daniel Boone,’ and 
walked away. : 

“I say my boyish heart was stirred by 
this story, and it. is stirred by it today. 
The name of the enemies of the home, 
as the world now stands, is legion. It 
seems like the whole forces of hell are 
trying io break up and destroy the in- 
fluences of home. 

“There was a time when the chief at- 
tacks of the devil were seemingly made 
upon the church, burt that time has 
passed; at least for the present. What 
the devil seems concerned about now 
mote than anything else is the destruc- 
tion of our home. Sometimes I think 
he may use the church.to aid him in his 
work. Anything that can be used to 
weaken and in any way destroy the 
peace. and quiet of the home is seized 
upon. The devi} knows that with the 
breaking up of the home, everything goes 
to pieces. ._The church. itself cannot 
stand when the home is gone. 

“T know JeSus said to Peter ‘On this 
rock will I build my chpyrch, and the 
gates of hell shall not prgvelt against it,” 
but this does not mean that the church 
is an impregnable fortress before the 
army of the devil. To be sure it is the 
Interpretation given by many. interpret- 
ers, but it is false. The church is not a 
fortress. The church is an army, and 
thank God! the gates of hell are not

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| ward march to conquer the world. That 
is the meaning of the statement o° 
Jesus. The church wil] triumph, but it 
will triumuph, defending the home, and 
using it as its chiefest instrument in sav- 
ing the world.

With the home there is no 
power that can resist it. 

“How careful therefore we ought to be 
to protect this sacred institution. Our 
efforts made to destroy it. Our eyes 
should ever be keen to detect the 
usuTper, and our hands ever ready to 
bring to death every measure and move- 
ment that threatens its destruction. It 
fills too sacred a place in our affections 
for us to allow anything to mar it. It 
is linked with every struggle and vic- 
tory. It is a part of every experience 
of the human heart.

“Talk with the sailor boy on mid ocean 
when the ship rocks and reels from the 
violence of the storm, and he says, ‘I 
long to see home.’ 

“I am going home,’ says the shop- 
man when he bars the doors and closes 
his windows at night. 

‘IT must hurry home,’ says the moth- 
er, whose heart is set upon baby in the 
cradle. 

“‘Oh, to get home!’ says the school 
boy, disconsolate over the hopeless task. 

***Don’t stop me,-I am going home,’ 
Says the girl skipping along the foot- 
path. 

“ ‘Almost home.’ says the dying saint. 

I shall soon be home, and then no more 
Sorrow nor sighing. Almost home.’ 

“We never know how to value home 
until we have lost it. I was once re- 
turning from WBurope with a very con- 
genial, happy party. The weather had 
been good, and the sea wellnigh per- 
fect. It was frequently remarked that 
never a happier party and a better voy- 
age had been experienced.

A very large proportion of the farm- 
ers of the south do not fully realize the, 
importance ef using only the best ob- 
tainable implements for the cultivation 
of their crops. They are quick to com- 
plain of the inefficiency of labor and are 
ever declaiming and complaining about 
lazy, worthless negroes of these days 
and comparing them, unfavorably, with 
the old-time plantation darkey of their 
daddies. 

I am not inclined to take issue.on the 
proposition tha; the field labor of today 
is far less reliable and efficient than it 
was ynder the former system and that 
the younger generation has rapidly de- 
teriorated. Indeed, the proposition 


| ‘goes withou; saying,’’ and I am in full 


Sympathy with the complainants. But 
What about the tools and implements of, 
preparation and culture? And who is re-, 
sponsible for not supplying thoSe that are: 
tip-to-date, effective and rapid, if not the. 
farmer himself? By what show of rea-| 
son does he complain of the slow move- 
ments of the average plowman, his lazy, 
turnings at the end of the row and his: 
indifference to. 


traditional, time-dishonored scooter!

Now this is 
not a pessimistic criticism. We are do- 
year after year. It does 
require a very old man-to recall the 
time when there were none but one- 
horse plows and wooden ‘“‘scooter’’ plow- 


of wonder, and the various kKindg of 
harrows, planting machines, etc., were! 
almost unknown and the owner or first. 
introducer was looked upon as being 
possesseg of a mild form of demention, 
harmful only to his own pocket-book. 
This writer recalls the time when there 
was nog a machine for planting corn, 
cotton, wheat and oats, peas, or any- 
thing of the sort; when every pound ol 
cotton seed (rotted) and stable manure 
was laboriously dropped, or scattered, 
along the rows, by hand; when there was 
not even a sweep, nor a heel-scrape to 
be found in the whole south; when cot- 
ton was ‘barred off’ with ae turn 
Shovel and afterwards cultivated by run- 
ning three furrows to the row of only 
three feet in width. [ well recall that 
my revered father (and he was consid- 
ered to be among the foremost) divided 
his plow gang into three divisions, The} 
most careful were. required to ‘side the 
corn,” putting two narrow “bull tongue” 
furrows to the row. The next mose care- 
ful plowmen put in two furrows to the 
row with a larger ecooter or a small 
shovel; the last division (one of whom I 
was) “split out tfle middles,’’ putting in 
two or three furrows and often four, if 
necessary making not less than six fur- 
rows and often seven, in a (five-foot 
corn row. In the cotton field for every 
two careful plowmen running ‘round the 
cotton with ¢wo furrows, there was one 
plowboy to split out the middles with 
One furrow.’ And so on throughout the 
season, and as wo other work, (It should 
be said, however, tha; those old-timers 
“raised’’ plenty of corn and _ bacon; 
chickens, eggs, milk and butter, paid 
what little they owed—if any—at Christ- 
mas, and loaned their surplus money to 
the banks and merchants of the city.) 

Bu; times have changed and business 
and business methods have changed— 
some for the better and some for worse. 
ithe old-fashioned, slow methods and the 
narrow five-times-to-the-row scooters and 
shovels will not do in these times, 

But there are still farmers (and “‘their 

name is legion’) who follow methods and 
practices essentially but little differing 
from those of their grandfathers, and it 
is for the stirring up of such that these 
lines are written. There are cultivators 
and other improved machines that have 
been used (and they are being constantly 
improved) for ten and twenty years and 
yet there are many who have not caught 
on, or who are satill wedded to the prac- 
tices and to ge tools of a past genera- 
tion. 
_ I am giad to note a pretty general 
awakening on the subject.of progress 
and improvement along this line. Almost 
every day I receive letters of inquiry 
about somebody's cotton chopper or a 
one-horse cultivator, or an 8-foot weeder, 
or a disk cultivator. They generally re- 
fer to the growing scarcity of labor and 
the felt necessity for such implements as 
will cover more ground in a day. It is a 
good sign when farmers commence to 
complain of the scarcity and high price 
of farm labor. It sets them ito thinking 
of improved methods, whereby less hu- 
man muscle will be required or where a 
given amount of muscle will go further. 
Cheap farm labor (at least supposed to be 
cheap) has never been a blessing to this 
Or any other country. High-priced labor 
is a stimulus to improved methods, im- 
proved implements, the employment of 
greater e@ekill and judgment in planning 
and projecting. 

The remedy for scarcity and inefficiency 
of labor—in great part, at least—is im- 
proved implements and machinery, higher 
wages for preferred and approved la- 
borers and the chaingang or workhouse 
for lafy, trifling (and generally criminal) 
vagabonds. 

In nothing is the difference between 
the farming of the north and west and 
that of the south more apparent than in 
the almost universal use of the very 
best implements in the former sections. 

The fact is confessed with regret. but 
not with shame, because the reason for it 
is not essentially a difference between 
the farmers of our section and those of 
the other, but rather in the “peculiar 
institution’ that was so long maintained 
~—& System of labor that favored and per- 
mitted slip-shod., easy-going methods. 

But it is gratifying to note that the 
differences between methods as well as 
differences between social ideas and cus- 
coms are gradually diminishing. The 
South is rapidly improving in its farm- 
ing, business and manufacturing meth- 
ods, while the north—still advancin 
along industrial lines, at a lessening dis. 
tance ahead—is gradually acceptin 
southern social ideas and is preparing no 
join hands and votes in solving the prob- 
lems that have so long provoked an-

Answer.—A mixture of 800 pounds of 
[4 per cent acid, 800 pounds kaimt and 
400 pounds of nitrate of soda would 
analyze 5.60—3.25—5.00. Such a mixture 
in the proportions stated would be de- 
ficient in phospohic acid for cotton on 
ordinary soils. The relative proportions 
of nitrogen and potash would be satis- 
factory, but I think 1,000 pounds of acid 
along with 
the 800 pounds of kaimt and 400 pounds 
of nitrate. As a rule it is better to 
bed on any quanity of fertilizer a week 
or two before plowing; but nitrate of 
soda should generally be applied only to 
a growing crop in the furrow with the 
seed. 

Your last question is not explicit. You 
do not state how much you will apply 
of the mixture per acre. If you shall 
apply the 2,000 pounds to {6 acres it 
would be jus; 25 pounds of nitrate per 
acre. But 2,000 pounds on |!6 acres would 
be only !25 pounds per acre, which is 
very light fertilizing. If you insist on 
applying only 125 pounds per acre you, 
may apply with Wistributor ahead of the 
planter without danger, or you could put 
that small amounm, in the furrow with‘ 
the seed.

As a rule it 
should be applied only to growing crops, 
or in the furrow with the seed of such 
crops as cotton and corn, taking caré 
not to drop it in contact with the seed

Answer: (1!) For lumpy jaw (actinomy- 
cosis) give 1% to 2% drams of iodide of 
potassium once a day, dissolveg in water 
and administered as a drench. The dose 
should vary somewhat according to the 
size of the animal, and with the effects 
produced. If the dose is sufficiently 
large there will appear signs of iodism—| 
weeping from the eyes,*catarrh of the 
nose, scurfy skin and loss of appetite. 
When these symptoms appear yow should 
suspend the medicine for a few days. 
The treatment should be continued for 
from three to six weeks. If the charac- 
teristic effect is not produced In a week 
or ten days when giving as much as 2% 
drams of the iodide at a dose, you will 
know that the particular cow is not sus- 
ceptible to the effects of the drug, and it 
may be discontinued. Do not give it to 
a cow well advanced in pregnancy, nor 
to one giving milk, unless you throw 
away the milk. Also pafnt the swelling 
twice a week with tincture of iodine.
